In  response  to  a  question  by  Supervisor  Gonzales,  the  Clerk  advised 
that  in  his  opinion  a  motion  such  as  the  above  is  made  for  the  pur- 
pose of  qualifying  the  undertaking  of  the  Board,  which  is  set  forth  in 
toto  in  the  legislation  approving  the  plan.  The  plan  makes  provision 
for  financing  of  the  project.  If  the  financing  is  to  be  diluted  or  in 
some  way  qualified  by  the  sense  of  a  motion,  the  plan  would  be  un- 
acceptable to  the  Federal  Government  and  would  probably  nullify  the 
redevelopment  plan. 

Supervisor  Francois  stated  that  the  motion  was  not  that  the  matter 
be  amended  in  any  way  but  merely  that  the  Board  have  a  record  of 
the  fact  that  it  is  contemplated  that  the  local  share  of  cost  would  come 
from  sources  other  than  the  General  Fund.

He  said  that  since  the  City  does  subsidize 
this  operation  of  the  Museum,  it  has  a  responsibility  for  activities  on 
the  premises. 

Supervisor  Mailliard  requested  that  a  communication  over  his  sig- 
nature and  that  of  any  supervisor  who  wishes  to  join  him  be  directed 
to  the  Recreation  and  Park  Department,  asking  for  a  complete  exam- 
ination of  this  matter  and  for  submission  of  a  report  to  the  Board 
relative  to  the  operations  of  the  Maritime  Museum,  in  general,  and 
the  Balclutha,  in  particular,  including  the  amount  of  funds  contrib- 
uted by  the  City  and  County  and  how  much,  if  any,  of  the  admission 
receipts  accrue  to  the  City  and  County. 

Supervisor  Mailliard  further  requested  that  responsible  departments 
investigate  the  feasibility  of  the  proposal  of  the  Grand  Jury  that  the 
Maritime  Museum  be  put  under  the  administration  of  the  museum 
system  of  the  City  and  County  and  that  responses  to  these  inquiries  be 
elicited  at  the  earliest  possible  date.

Supervisor  Pelosi  requested  that  a  communication  be  directed  to 
members  of  the  1971  grand  jury,  supplying  the  names,  addresses,  and 
telephone  numbers  of  members  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  and  ad- 
vising that  members  of  the  Board  will  be  pleased  to  meet  with  mem- 
bers of  the  grand  jury  at  their  convenience.

Requesting  action  to  curb  drunkenness  and  violence  at  Candlestick 
Park  during  games. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  stated  that  he  had  been  shocked  to  see  the 
drunkenness,  violence,  and  disrespect  for  the  law  evidenced  by  some 
of  those  attending  the  last  football  game  to  be  held  at  Kezar  Stadium. 
He  said  that  he  felt  some  steps  should  be  taken  to  see  that  such  con- 
duct is  not  permitted  at  Candlestick  Park  when  it  becomes  the  scene 
of  football  games.  It  was  so  bad  that  family  people  might  be  afraid 
to  attend  the  ball  park  and  attendance  might  be  seriously  jeopardized. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  requested  that  communications  be  directed  to 
the  Police  and  Recreation  and  Park  Departments,  asking  what  steps 
they  plan  to  take  to  prevent  such  occurrences  at  Candlestick  Park  and 
suggesting  that  perhaps  consideration  should  be  given  to  prohibiting 
the  bringing  of  bottles  and  cans  into  the  park.

He  said  that  it  is  his  understanding  that  the  San  Francisco 
Port  Commission  has  already  approved  certain  contracts  with  the 
California  Toll  Bridge  Authority  which  will  implement  plans  to  pro- 
ceed with  the  Southern  Bay  Crossing. 

Supervisor  Gonzales  requested  that  a  communication  be  directed 
to  the  Port  Commission  asking  why  the  Commission  had  proceeded 
with  negotiations  with  the  Authority  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  was  at  the  time  considering  the  issuance  of  a  policy 
statement  opposing  or  favoring  delay  of  the  Southern  Crossing. 

Supervisor  Gonzales  also  requested  that  the  Clerk  of  the  Board

required  to  authorize  the  expenditure  of  some  $350,000  for  a  special 
election  in  June  on  a  proposal  which  may  wreck  the  total  economy 
of  the  City,  since  many  property  owners  will  undoubtedly  demand  a 
reduction  in  property  assessment  because  of  the  greater  restriction 
placed  on  the  use  of  their  properties. 
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Supervisor  Francois  said  he  understands  the  petition  presents  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Mayor  with  the  alternative  of  enacting 
appropriate  legislation  in  lieu  of  placing  the  question  before  the 
voters,  and  he  wondered  if  this  might  be  preferable  to  calling  the  spe- 
cial election. 

Supervisor  Francois  requested  that  a  communication  be  directed  to 
the  City  Attorney  asking  the  following:  If  such  legislation  were  to  be 
enacted,  would  the  Board  then  be  reheved  of  the  necessity  of  calling 
a  special  election?

Supervisor  Boas  called  attention  to  the  plight  of  elderly  persons  who 
are  being  evicted  from  the  Joyce  Hotel  in  the  South  of  Market  area 
and  who  can  find  no  other  housing  which  they  can  afford.  He  said 
that  the  plight  of  these  people  seems  prototypal  now  of  citizens  on 
low  income  for  whom  there  is  no  succor  or  aid  because  their  eviction 
is  not  caused  by  public  action. 

Supervisor  Boas  said  he  felt  it  important  that  a  basic  official  poHcy 
be  developed  to  meet  the  needs  of  senior  citizens  on  low  incomes.  In 
some  cities,  he  said,  the  supply  of  hotel  rooms  is  kept  constant  by  the 
means  of  prohibiting  the  demolition  of  residential  hotels  unless  an 
equal  number  of  replacement  rooms  are  made  available  at  the  same 
time. 

Supervisor  Boas,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Gonzales,  moved  that  the 
Board  notify  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  that  it  is  the  desire  of 
the  Board — with  the  full  knowledge  that  under  the  Charter  he  and 
departments  under  his  jurisdiction  have  administrative  control  over 
the  issuance  of  permits — that  there  be  a  moratorium  of  not  more  than 
six  months  duration  declared  on  the  issuance  of  a  permit  for  demo- 
lition of  the  Joyce  Hotel. 

Supervisor  Boas  stated  that  if  the  Board  adopts  the  foregoing  mo- 
tion, he  intends  that  the  Chief  Administrative  Officer  be  requested  to 
provide  the  Board  with  an  estimate  of  the  rate  of  vacancies  in  hotel 
rooms  and  apartments  and  to  conduct  a  survey  of  relocation  resources 
in  an  attempt  to  determine  how  more  housing  of  this  type  can  be  made 
available. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  the  Chair,  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Kenealey  stated  that  a  freeze  on  the  issuance  of  demolition  permits 
could  only  be  effected  by  action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by  reso- 
lution or  ordinance  and  that  any  such  legislation  must  be  general  and 
not  specific.  Mr.  Kenealey  urged  caution  in  enacting  any  such  legis- 
lation. 

Supervisor  Boas  stated  that  he  had  no  desire  to  freeze  the  issuance 
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of  permits  for  the  demolition  of  all  such  hotels,  he  was  only  interested 
in  stopping  the  demoHtion  of  the  Joyce  Hotel. 

When  his  name  was  reached  on  roll  call,  Supervisor  Francois  stated 
that  he  believes  a  survey  on  the  vacancy  rate  in  hotels  was  done  fairly 
recently  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency  in  collaboration  with  the 
Department  of  Urban  Renewal  as  a  result  of  questions  raised  about 
the  relocation  section  of  the  Workable  Program.  He  suggested  that 
the  Agency  be  asked  to  report  on  the  results  of  that  survey.

Hotel  should  be  considered  to  be  sure  the  City  and  County  would  not 
be  seeking  the  retention  of  a  potentially  hazardous  residential  building.

In  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  San  Francisco,  Monday, 
April  5,  1971,  2:00  p.m.,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  met  in  regular 
session.

There  being  no  errors,  corrections,  or  omissions,  the  Journal  of 
Proceedings  for  the  meeting  of  Monday,  March  15,  1971,  was  con- 
sidered read  and  approved.

He  said  he 
believed  New  York  has  attempted  to  take  some  action  toward  having 
the  decision  reconsidered.

Such  a  desig- 
nation would  not  change  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bay  Conservation  and 
Development  Commission  in  any  respect  but  would  slow  down  devel- 
opment of  Port  lands,  a  committee  of  overseers  would  have  a  serious, 
deleterious  effect  on  the  Port. 

Miss  Wolff  said  that  none  of  the  above  observations  would  apply 
to  File  No.  52-71-2,  proposed  resolution  requesting  preparation  of  a 
waterfront  master  plan.  She  said  that  the  City  Planning  Department 
has  come  up  with  a  very  acceptable  northern  waterfront  development 
plan  which  the  Port  Commission  believes  it  can  live  with;  however,  if 

the  Board  of  Supervisors  feels  further  planning  should  be  done,  the 
Commission  believes  File  No.  52-71-2  is  acceptable.

Budget  Statement  of  Supervisor  Dorothy  von  Beroldingen 
On  Behalf  of  Finance  Committee 

The  Finance  Committee  presents  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  today 
the  proposed  annual  budget  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
for  the  fiscal  year  1971-1972. 

Two  itemized  lists  of  Finance  Committee  recommendations,  (1) 
budget,  and  (2)  supplemental  budget,  have  been  furnished  Board  mem- 
bers. Those  lists,  together  with  Volumes  I  and  II  of  the  budget,  and 
the  volume  of  supplemental  budget  requests,  constitute  a  comprehen- 
sive budget  report. 

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  District's  and  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District's  tentative  annual  budgets  are  not  included 
with  the  City  and  County  figures.  All  statistics  herein  have  been  com- 
piled or  adjused  to  reflect  the  absence  of  those  Districts'  data.

The  amount  of  support  for  the  annual  budget  from  ad  valorem 
taxes  cannot  be  known  or  estimated  prior  to  September  1971,  when 
the  assessment  roll  together  with  surpluses,  subventions,  grants,  and 
various  revenue  and  expenditure  adjustments  can  be  ascertained  with 
precision  by  the  Controller. 

Specific  Items  and  Categories: 

Some  of  the  budgetary  items  and  appropriation  categories  of  major 
or  special  interest  merit  brief  comments  concerning  Finance  Com- 
mittee action: 

Art  Commission: 

Page  25.  Line  7,  Neighborhood  Arts  Program  and  Supporting  Serv- 
ices. The  Mayor  and  the  Committee  approve  a  total  of  $50,000,  which 
is  $15,000  more  than  the  current  appropriation.  Commission  Presi- 
dent Zellerbach  made  a  special  plea  for  the  $50,000,  which  is  this 
year's  level  of  expenditure  from  the  budget  appropriation,  hotel  tax 
revenue  and  several  foundation  grants.  It  was  represented  that  the 
continuing  level  of  private  support  cannot  be  maintained. 
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Controller — Data  Processing  Center: 

Page  79.    The  Committee  has  particularly  noted  the  growth  of  ex- 
penditures for  this  program  over  a  five-year  period: 
1967-68  —  $2,635,749 

1968-69  —  3,976,869 

1969-70  —  4,476,545 

(budg.)   1970-71  —  5,662,426 

(budg.)   1971-72  —  5,709,115  (recommended  by  Mayor) 

Continuing  efforts  are  being  exerted  by  the  Committee  to  develop 
more  economical  methods  of  data  processing,  in  view  of  the  large  tax 
commitments  for  current  costs  including  permanent  and  temporary 
salaries,  contractual  services,  personnel  recruitment  and  training,  office 
space,  equipment  procurement,  materials  and  supplies. 

Fire  Department: 

Page  109,  Line  16,  21.  Three  new  positions  of  Fireman  and  one  of 
Lieutenant  have  been  added  to  accommodate  the  change  in  weekly 
work  hours  from  49.7  to  48.7. 

Mayor: 

Page  137,  Line  12.  A  new  position  of  Director  of  Aging  has  been 
included  by  the  Mayor.  Salary  is  $13,596  per  annum.  Funds  formerly 
were  furnished  by  the  Federal  Government,  which  is  discontinuing  its 
grant.  Additionally,  a  secretary  is  requested  by  the  Mayor,  at  $6,870 
per  annum  (Page  140,  Line  4)  for  the  same  reason. 

Page  143,  Line  16,  Special  Assistance  Program  and  City  Financed 
Relocation.  The  Mayor  requests  a  total  of  $158,234,  an  increase  of 
$33,760. 

Page  143,  Line  19,  Charter  Revision  Committee.  A  total  of  $15,000 
is  recommended  by  the  Committee  which,  with  $73,000  remaining  in 
the  current  appropriation,  will  adequately  fund  the  Committee's  activi- 
ties. 

Police  Department: 

Pages  166,  167.  Recommendations  include  new  positions  of  8 
Inspectors,  15  Junior  Inspectors,  3  Lieutenants  and  4  Captains,  with 
a  deletion  of  23  Policemen  and  5  Fingerprint  Classifiers  (Page  170, 
Line  16). 

Page  177,  Line  4,  Police  uniforms  entail  a  total  of  $384,000,  a 
$99,000  increase. 

Social  Services  Department: 

It  is  noted  that  the  budget  as  approved  by  the  Mayor  totals 
$1 19,461,626.  The  Committee  has  reduced  the  General  Assistance  item 
(100%  County-funded),  Page  212,  Line  19,  from  $6,000,000  to 
$5,584,000,  based  upon  average  payments  authorized  in  other  counties 
of  the  State.  To  administer  aid  within  the  recommended  figure,  the 
Social  Services  Commission  will  be  required  to  alter  its  regulations 
accordingly.  Otherwise,  this  department's  budget  has  not  been  changed 
substantially. 

Public  Works,  Water  Pollution  Control,  Sewer  Repair  Division: 

Page  547,  Line  19,  Innovative  plans  have  been  instituted  to  finance 
sewer  repairs  attributable  to  storm  drainage  maintenance  (as  distin- 
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guished  from  side  sewer  sanitary  functions)  out  of  gas  tax  revenues, 
thereby  reducing  ad  valorem  taxes.  The  City  has  a  combined  sanitary 
and  storm  sewer  system  and  50%  of  the  cost  for  the  maintenance  of 
this  system  may  be  funded  from  gas  tax  revenues  exclusive  of  items  in 
the  budget  for  sanitary  sewer  purposes.

The  Controller  reported  that  certain  functions  as  performed  by  the 
Street  Cleaning  Department  are  not  related  to  street  purposes  after 
they  had  been  incorrectly  funded  from  gas  taxes.  The  Finance  Com- 
mittee concurred  in  the  necessary  restoration  of  gas  tax  charges,  and 
recommended  the  following  adjustments  in  order  to  maintain  these 
necessary  services  funded  by  ad  valorem  taxes  rather  than  gas  taxes:

Districts,  Various  Locations,  $100,000. 

Page  568,  Line  1,  Central  Radio  Station,  Security  Measures, 
$18,100. 

Pubiic  Health,  Hassler  Hospital: 

Page  681.  This  facility,  with  a  total  budget  of  $2,176,386,  was  the 
subject  of  a  recommendation  by  the  Director  of  Public  Health  on 
April  24,  1971,  that  a  study  of  its  future  use  or  disposition  be  made, 
with  the  possibility  that  patients  can  be  absorbed  into  other  public 
facilities.  The  Director  will  be  requested  to  initiate  a  preliminary 
report. 

Public  Health,  S.  F.  General  Hospital: 

Page  719,  et  seq.  Of  54  new  employments  approved  by  the  Mayor, 
46  are  recommended  by  the  Committee.  They  include  16  Ward  Clerks 
to  relieve  nursing  personnel  of  clerical  functions  and  provide  greater 
patient  care,  7  Institutional  Policemen  and  2  Institutional  Sergeants 
to  afford  better  protection  for  persons  and  property,  and  8  Registered 
Nurses  for  Outpatient  Department  Expansion  with  night  and  weekend 
coverage. 

Public  Health,  Community  Mental  Health  Services: 

Page  577,  et  seq.  Sporadically,  the  Committee  is  assailed  with  un- 
warranted charges  that  San  Francisco  has  not  been  sufficiently  sensi- 
tive to  its  mental  health  program.  In  that  regard,  the  Committee  notes 
that  the  program's  actual  expenditures  during  the  year  1968-69  were 
$4,163,581.  The  budget  and  supplemental  budget  request  submitted 
by  the  Mayor  for  1971-72  totals  $18,466,993. 

The  Mayor  recommended  approval  of  643  positions,  including  7 
new  ones  and  636  continuing  ones.  The  Committee,  with  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Director  of  Public  Health  and  the  Program  Chief,  Com- 
munity Mental  Health  Services,  recommends  approval  of  579  positions, 
including  7  new  ones  and  572  continuing  ones,  or  a  net  reduction  of 
64  positions. 

The  new  Methadone  Maintenance  Program  as  submitted  by  the 
Mayor  (Supplemental,  Index  581)  totals  $1,515,949. 
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Recreation  and  Park: 

Page  934,  Line  20,  Concerts,  Park  Band.  The  Committee  recom- 
mends reduction  from  $52,000  to  $26,000  with  the  understanding  that 
the  Publicity  and  Advertising  Fund  will  assume  payment  of  the  re- 
maining $26,000,  as  it  has  done  this  year. 

Page  936,  Line  5,  7;  Page  942,  Line  21;  Page  967,  Line  3,  Candle- 
stick Park  expenses  totalling  $122,800.  This  amount  has  been  deleted, 
and  payment  will  be  made  from  the  admission  ticket  surcharge. 

Special  Gas  Tax  Street  Improvement  Fund,  General  Maintenance: 

Page  987,  Line  2.  The  Mayor  approved  a  budget  increase  in  this 
item  to  transfer  funds  to  support  street  repair  in  an  amount  of 
$1,404,779  to  take  advantage  of  Assembly  Bill  1904,  Chapter  1278, 
which  permitted  an  expanded  use  of  gas  taxes  for  maintenance  instead 
of  construction.  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has  a  large 
balance  of  construction  funds  but  could  use  more  maintenance  funds. 
Prior  to  passage  of  this  Bill,  only  60%  of  Street  and  Highway  Code 
Section  2107  gas  tax  money  could  be  used  for  maintenance,  but  after 
November  23,  1970,  100%  of  this  subvention  from  gas  tax  funds  may 
be  used  for  any  street  purpose. 

Special  Gas  Tax  Street  Improvement  Fund,  1.04  Cent  Funds: 

Page  991;  Supplemental  Index  674.  The  Mayor  approved  a  new 
item  in  this  budget  for  Maintenance — Street  Cleaning,  in  an  amount 
of  $2,313,737  including  the  supplemental  budget.  This  represented 
50%  of  the  unfunded  budget  of  street  cleaning  to  reduce  the  ad  val- 
orem tax.  The  Committee  recommends  an  adjustment  to  one-third, 
instead  of  one-half,  to  fund  adequately  the  select  street  system  mileage 
in  the  City.  The  remaining  two-thirds  will  be  funded  from  the  Road 
Fund. 

Road  Commissioner,  Road  Fund,  General  Maintenance: 

Pages:  1019,  1021,  1022.  Funding  from  gas  taxes  to  support  the 
following  departments  and  thus  reduce  ad  valorem  taxes: 

Street  Cleaning  $2,874,982 

Sewer  Repair  900,000 

Street  Lighting  982,233 


Total  Reduction  in  Ad  Valorem  Taxes  $4,757,215 


Municipal  Railway  Operating: 

Page  1129.  Aside  from  minor  supplemental  requests,  the  total 
operating  budget  as  received  from  the  Mayor  was  $43,129,403,  a  re- 
duction of  $1,239,587  from  last  year's  budget. 

Additionally,  the  Committee  received  from  the  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission an  undertaking  to  transfer  $3,250,000  in  surplus  Water  De- 
partment funds,  to  further  reduce  ad  valorem  tax  requirements  of  the 
deficit  Municipal  Railway  budget. 

S.  F.  Water  Department: 

Page  1181,  Line  1,  Electronic  Data  Processing.  This  item,  totalling 
$529,526,  an  increase  of  $214,526,  is  one  which  the  Committee  con- 
siders a  wasteful  duplication  of  services  available  in  the  Controller's 
E.D.P.  complex.  It  suggests  that  the  Controller  submit  a  full  report 
and  recommendation  on  possible  consolidation  prior  to  May,  1972. 
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Personnel,  Generally:

Net  additional  positions  recommended  by  Mayor  29 

Net  additional  positions  recommended  by  Committee  — 66 

Annual  Appropriation  Ordinance — Administrative  Provisions: 

The  Controller  has  proposed  the  following  described  amendments 
to  the  administrative  provisions,  and  the  Committee  recommends  ap- 
proval: 

(1)  A  new  section,  2.1,  necessary  to  provide  authorization  to  reim- 
burse the  Port  Commission  for  the  cost  of  the  employer's  share  of  the 
fringe  benefits  for  employees  promoted  from  the  Port  Commission  to 
other  City  departments  under  the  State  Retirement  System. 

(2)  An  addition  to  Section  4-B  which  will  appropriate  specified 
revenues  for  disbursement  by  the  Controller  from  the  Industrial  Waste 
Fund  and  the  Lake  Merced  Fish  Restocking  Fund. 

(3)  An  amendment  to  Section  5  which  will  permit  use  of  bond  inter- 
est and  redemption  reserve  to  meet  cost  of  bond  rating  services  pre- 
viously supplied  by  rating  houses  free  of  charge. 

(4)  A  new  section,  11.9.1,  which  will  appropriate  restrictive  Candle- 
stick Park  revenue  to  support  rental  payment  and  maintenance  and 
operating  exenditures  for  Candlestick  Park.  This  will  permit  deletion 
of  $122,800  in  budget  items  now  funded  out  of  the  ad  valorem  tax. 

Annual  Salary  Ordinance — Administrative  Provisions: 

The  Civil  Service  Commission  has  proposed  amendments  to  the 
administrative  provisions,  and  the  Committee  recommends  approval, 
as  follows: 

(1)  Amending  Section  1.34,  Maximum  Rate  for  Part-Time  Service, 
from  $233  per  month  to  $242  per  month. 

(2)  Section  1.35,  Charges  and  Deductions  for  Maintenance.  The 
Controller  has  furnished  cost  data  relative  to  charges  levied  for  accom- 
modations, services  and  facilities  furnished  to  employees  in  various 
departments.  No  changes  of  1970-71  charges  are  recommended,  ex- 
cept to  increase  the  rate  per  person  per  day  at  the  O'Shaughnessy 
Guest  Cottage  from  $25  to  $26,  and  the  San  Francisco  Hospital  unit 
cost  for  laundry  per  biweekly  period  from  $2.53  to  $2.60. 

Acknowledgments: 

The  Finance  Committee  commends  and  thanks  Controller  Nathan 
B.  Cooper,  his  budget  assistants,  David  Fong  and  Stanley  Koo,  and 
their  staff  for  valued  assistance. 

Board  Action: 

In  order  that  all  the  members  of  the  Board  may  have  an  opportu- 
nity to  consider  in  complete  detail  the  Committee's  recommended 
changes  in  relation  to  the  entire  budget,  the  Committee  has  completed 
its  review  of  the  budget  as  much  before  adoption  as  was  possible  in 
view  of  the  numerous  meetings  required.  The  Charter  provides  that 
the  Board  shall  adopt  the  budget  not  earlier  than  May  15.  The  Budget- 
ary Procedure  Ordinance  declares  that  the  budget  may  not  be  adopted 
later  than  May  21. 

On  the  regular  Board  meeting  date  of  May  17,  I  will  move  that  the 
budget,  as  amended  by  the  Board  in  accordance  with  the  Committee's 
recommendations,  be  adopted. 
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Conclusion: 

The  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  (my  colleagues  are  Super- 
visor Terry  A.  Francois  and  Supervisor  Robert  H.  Mendelsohn)  sub- 
mit their  recommendations  to  the  Board  with  unanimity. 

All  members  of  the  Board  were  cordially  invited  to  attend  the 
Finance  Committee's  departmental  hearings  and  executive  sessions, 
and  to  favor  the  Committee  with  any  suggestions  they  might  have  to 
offer.  The  Committee  welcomed  those  who  found  it  possible  to  at- 
tend, and  the  comments  of  all  who  submitted  them. 

The  Committee's  various  recommendations  for  extra-budgetary 
action  to  be  taken  concurrently  with  adoption  of  the  budget,  as  set 
forth  in  preceding  pages,  are  commended  to  the  Board's  attention.  In 
the  absence  of  contrary  directives  from  the  Board,  the  Committee  will 
proceed  further  as  recommended  herein.

(d)  Accounting  of  funds  spent  in  behalf  of  any  candidate  shall  be 
filed  within  thirty  days  after  the  election,  with  the  Registrar  of 
Voters  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  with  no  can- 
didate permitted  to  be  sworn  into  office  unless  the  accounting 
has  been  filed; 

(e)  Violation  of  any  of  these  provisions  shall  be  a  bar  to  taking 
office,  or  if  violation  is  discovered  after  taking  office,  it  shall 
result  in  a  forfeiture  of  office;

Supervisor  von  Beroldingen,  seconded  by  Supervisor  Driscoll,  moved 
adoption. 

At  the  invitation  of  the  President,  Mr.  M.  Justin  Herman,  Executive 
Director  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency,  described  what  housing  units 
are  being  provided  downtown  other  than  those  which  are  referred  to 
in  the  Calendar  item,  suitable  for  displaced  persons  from  the  Yerba 
Buena  Center  area. 

Mr.  Herman  stated  that  in  connection  with  the  proposed  new  hotel, 
it  is  necessary  to  amend  the  redevelopment  plan  to  allow  hotel  usage 
in  any  case.  The  agency  has  been  asked  what  it  is  doing  outside  the 
project  area  to  match  the  hotel  usage  within  the  area.  The  so-called 
matching  facilities  are  not  redevelopment  plan  items,  but  merely  a 
response  to  the  original  action  taken  by  this  Board  in  April  1970  when 
the  Board  declared  as  City  policy  that  such  housing  outside  the  re- 
development area  shall  be  built  in  the  City. 

Mr.  Herman  continued  that  as  far  as  the  redevelopment  plan  is  con- 
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cerned,  the  Agency  is  asking  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  accept  an 
independent  survey  on  the  basis  of  which  there  will  be  a  legal  founda- 
tion for  placement  of  a  hotel  in  the  Yerba  Buena  area.  The  number 
of  units  is  not  mentioned  in  the  plan.  The  survey  makes  the  observa- 
tion that  at  least  1000  units  are  desirable.  The  Agency  is  going  down 
to  700  units  but  it  is  not  putting  any  numbers  in  the  plan.  These  are 
what  the  law  defines  as  700  transient  housing  units  and  the  Agency 
therefore  is  talking  about  hotel  units  which  will  accommodate  the  Con- 
vention Center.  Because  of  statutory  requirements  of  the  federal 
government,  we  must  have  a  redevelopment  plan  change  which  permits 
hotel  usage  in  the  Yerba  Buena  area  and  that  is  part  of  the  survey 
that  has  been  sent  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Mr.  Herman  added  that  the  question  was  what  are  we  doing  to 
match  that  number  outside  Yerba  Buena.  The  answer  to  that  particular 
question  is  that  these  particular  items  do  not  need  to  go  into  a  re- 
development plan  because  they  are  not  in  the  redevelopment  plan  area. 
Outside  the  area,  new  housing  is  being  built  even  though  all  of  the  old 
housing  in  Yerba  Buena  is  being  torn  out. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

There  being  no  objection.  Supervisor  Driscoll,  seconded  by  Super- 
visor Gonzales,  moved  the  privilege  of  the  floor  to  Mr.  Lyman  Gee 
and  Mr.  Richard  Duffy,  private  developers  working  with  the  Rede- 
velopment Agency,  who  described  the  low-cost  housing  projects  which 
were  being  formulated  in  and  around  the  Yerba  Buena  area. 

Mr.  John  H.  Tolan,  Jr.,  Deputy  for  Development,  assured  the  Board 
that  through  adequate  funding,  the  rent  assistance  program  was  avail- 
able to  the  displaced  persons. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

There  being  no  objection.  Supervisor  Gonzales,  seconded  by  Super- 
visor Driscoll,  moved  privilege  of  the  floor  to  Mr.  Sidney  Wolinsky  of 
the  San  Francisco  Neighborhood  Legal  Assistance  Foundation. 

Mr.  Wolinsky  testified  that  neither  Tenants  and  Owners  in  Opposi- 
tion to  Redevelopment  nor  any  other  group  had  an  opportunity  to 
confer  with  the  Redevelopment  Agency  and  was  concerned  as  to  how 
many  people  would  be  assured  of  acceptable  relocation  housing. 

Supervisor  Boas  stated  that,  as  anxious  as  he  was  to  have  the  con- 
vention facility  for  the  tourist  business  started,  he  was  not  sure  that 
a  first  class  hotel  should  be  built  until  everything  possible  was  done 
to  protect  the  people  now  living  in  the  area.

Approval  of  AB  1547  extends 
these  rights  to  men.  It  is  a  very  important  symbol  to  women  and 
should  not  be  confused.  Supervisor  Feinstein  declared  that  she  sup- 
ports this  and  all  protective  labor  laws  for  women.  She  wished  all 
those  who  want  equal  rights  to  see  that  women  are  covered  with  the 
equal  rights  amendment.  It  is  up  to  the  labor  unions  to  organize  the 
women.

Mr.  Tatarian  presented  for  the  record  a  copy  of  a  telegram  received 
from  the  Executive  Officer  of  the  State  Water  Resources  Control 
Board  in  Sacramento  stating  that  in  his  judgment  the  use  of  property 
taxes  alone  to  finance  pollution  control  facilities  will  not  comply  with 
State  and  Federal  requirements. 

Supervisor  Barbagelata  stated  that  he  interprets  the  regulations  to 
mean  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  establish  a  sewer  service  charge  except 
insofar  as  it  would  affect  industrial  users.  He  cited  Section  2142  of 
Federal  regulations.

The  owners  of  non-income-producing  real  property  should  be  per- 
mitted to  deduct  from  their  taxable  income  as  reported  to  the  State 
and  Federal  Governments: 

(a)  The  various  charges  and  taxes  levied  upon  them  by  local  author- 
ities; 

(b)  Costs  of  repair  and  maintenance  of  real  property; 

(c)  Costs  of  higher  education,  up  to  $1500  per  youth. 

Real  property  taxes  should  be  imposed  at  different  ratios:  public 
utilities  at  35%  of  market  value,  businesses  at  25%,  and  residential 
property  at  15%. 

Additional  income  tax  exemptions  should  be  granted  all  individuals 
and  all  home-owners. 

Retirement  income  and  income  of  college  students  should  not  be 
taxable. 

Taxes  on  non-income  producing  real  property  should  be  frozen 
for  a  period  of  at  least  five  years. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  Mr.  Reilly  proposed  that  counties 
should  be  relieved  from  the  responsibility  for  funding  higher  educa- 
tion and  that  the  State  should  assume  this  responsibility,  that  welfare 
costs  should  be  assumed  by  the  State,  and  that  the  exemption  of  in- 
surance companies  from  taxation  should  be  rescinded.  ..

He  expressed 
the  hope  that  San  Francisco  will  continue  to  deserve  its  reputation  as 
one  of  the  great,  tolerant  cities  and  that  the  voice  of  reason  will  prevail.

hearing  in  order  to  allay  certain  misapprehensions  and  misconceptions 
which  may  have  arisen.

He  said  that  if  the  price  freeze  is 
lifted  at  the  end  of  the  present  ninety  day  period,  the  amount 
of  revenue  loss  would  be  between  $2  million  and  $3  million;  if 
it  is  necessary  to  finance  the  operation  of  the  City  without  the 
benefit  of  revenues  form  the  sewer  service  charge,  expenditures 
will  be  curtailed  first  for  capital  improvements,  then  equipment, 
contractual  services  and  materials  and  supplies,  and  finally 
from  salaries.

Supervisor  Tamaras  called  attention  to  a  report  in  the  San 
Francisco  Chronicle  of  October  8,  1971,  to  the  effect  that  the 
City  Planning  Commission  had  denied  a  permit  for  construc- 
tion of  the  proposed  Twin  Towers  Hotel  on  Nob  Hill. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  stated  that  he  understood  that  the  City 
Planning  Commission  had  not  voted  on  the  matter,  but  that 
the  President  of  the  Commission  had  asked  for  and  received 
a  report  from  the  Director  of  Planning  to  the  effect  that  there 
is  presently  an  over-supply  of  hotel  rooms  in  San  Francisco. 
He  said  that,  in  view  of  such  a  report,  there  might  be  a  possi- 
bility that  some  may  get  the  impression  thcrt  a  conspiracy  had 
been  entered  into  between  the  operators  of  existing  hotels  and 
the  City  Planning  Commission  to  eliminate  new  competitors. 

Supervisor  Tamaras  said  that  zoning  was  not  involved  in 
this  case,  that  it  is  purely  an  economic  matter  of  a  private 
nature,  and  that  the  intervention  of  the  City  Planning  Com- 
mission may  have  repercussions  in  similar  cases  in  the  future. 
He  pointed  out  that  large  sums  of  money  are  being  spent  to 
expand  convention  facilities  in  the  Yerba  Buena  Center,  which 
will  increase  the  demand  for  hotel  rooms,  and  that  it  would 
appear  logical  for  anyone  contemplating  a  large  investment 
of  this  kind  to  approach  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  or  some 
similar  organization  for  an  opinion  as  to  economic  feasibility, 
rather  than  the  City  Planning  Commission.  > 

At  the  suggestion  of  Supervisor  Barbagelata,  Supervisor 
Tamaras,  joined  by  Supervisor  Barbagelata  and  Supervisor 
DriscoU,  requested  that  communication  be  directed  to  the

Supervisor  Pelosi  asked  if  it  is  true  that  any  six  Supervisors 
can  call  a  special  election  at  any  time.  Deputy  City  Attorney 
Stark  stated  that  it  is  his  understanding  that  registered  voters 
equal  to  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  entire  vote  cast  for  Mayor  at 
the  last  general  municipal  election  could  call  for  a  mandatory 
spscial  election.  If  the  petition  were  signed  by  less  than  fifteen 
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per  cent,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  could  order  a  special  elec- 
tion. 

In  response  to  a  question  by  President  Feinstein,  Deputy 
City  Attorney  Stark  verified  that  Proposition  "K"  does  make 
the  initiative  procedure  more  difficult  in  that,  presently,  if  an 
initiative  petition  is  signed  by  five  per  cent  but  less  than  ten 
per  cent  of  the  vote  cast  for  Mayor,  the  proposition  must  be 
submitted  at  the  next  general,  state,  or  municipal  election  at 
any  time  after  thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  certificate  of 
sufficiency.

The  Clerk  presented  a  communication  from  the  Trustees  of 
United  Association  Local  38  Trust  Funds  dated  December  6, 
1971,  requesting  permission  to  make  a  presentation  to  the 
Board  on  subject  proposal. 

Supervisor  Tomaras,  seconded  by  Supervisor  von 
Beroldingen,  moved  that  the  privilege  of  the  floor  be  granted 
to  representatives  of  Local  38,  the  Department  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development,  and  the  plastics  industry  for  a  period  of 
fifteen  minutes  each. 

No  objection;  motion  adopted* 

Mr.  John  P.  Franks,  Attorney  at  'Law,  spoke  in  opposition  to 
proposed  amendment  providing  for  the  use  of  nonmetallic 
piping.  He  recommended  that  the  Board  authorize  the  City 
Attorney  to  explore  fully  the  possibility  of  a  law  suit  against 
the  Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  to  chal- 
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lenge  that  Department's  power  to  make  demands  on  local 
authorities  as  a  condition  of  approval  of  the  federal  programs 
authorized  by  Congress.  A  copy  of  his  statement  is  contained 
in  File  392-71. 

Stuart  Smith,  President,  Mechanical  Contractors,  protested 
inclusion  of  plastic  pipe  in  the  new  plumbing  code. 

Richard  Morris  at  the  request  of  Joseph  Mazzola  gave  a 
demonstration  of  failure  of  certain  kinds  of  plastic  pipe  under 
pressure  and  when  in  contact  with  certain  chemicals  and  fire. 

Dennis  Carey,  Vice-President,  Plumbing,  Heating,  Cooling 
Contractors  of  San  Francisco,  opposed  amendment  of  the  new 
code  to  provide  for  the  use  of  nonmetollic  piping. 

Joseph  P.  Mazzola,  Business  Manager  of  Plumbers  and 
Steamfitters  Local  Union  38,  opposed  the  use  of  plastic  pipe  in 
San  Francisco.  A  copy  of  his  statement  is  contained  in  File  No. 
392-71. 

Don  Garrison,  representing  the  plastic  pipe  industry,  denied 
some  of  the  statements  made  by  those  opposing  use  of  plastic 
pipe.  He  stated  that  the  two  kinds  of  plastic  pipe  under  con- 
sideration have  been  used  in  natural  gas  and  water  distribu- 
tion systems  throughout  the  United  States.  P.O.  &  E.  Co.  has 
used  plastic  pipe  for  gas  distribution  service  in  over  one  hund- 
red services. 

James  Jaquet,  Program  Manager  for  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development  in  San  Francisco,  advised 
that  the  policy  of  the  Department  is  that  no  Workable  Program 
is  to  be  certified  after  December  31,  1971,  unless  the  community 
has  adopted  nationally  recognized  model  codes  or  revised  its 
codes  to  incorporate  nationally  recognized  standards  govern- 
ing materials  and  construction.  The  Department  does  not 
attempt  to  judge  the  merits  of  one  material  or  method  against 
another  but  relies  upon  published  findings  as  being  the  best 
data  upon  which  to  base  its  determination  as  to  acceptability. 

Mr.  Jaquet  said  that  if  San  Francisco  does  not  act  to  accept 
nationally  recognized  model  codes,  the  Department  cannot 
approve  pending  application  for  additional  Federal  funding 
of  projects.  In  response  to  questions  by  the  Chair,  he  said  that 
he  was  not  sure  of  the  amount  of  all  applications  pending  but 
they  are  approximately  as  follows:  For  Yerba  Buena  Develop- 
ment Project  Area,$  15,000,000;  for  Western  Addition  Redevelop- 
ment Project  Area  A2,  $10,000,000;  for  Hunters  Point  Model 
Cities  Program,  possibly  $5,000,000;  for  the  Federally  Assisted 
Code  Enforcement  Program,  $1,900,000  plus  $6,000,000  for  two 
new  areas. 

Thomas  R.   Simonson,   representing  the  Chamber  of  Com- 
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merce  and  the  Consulting  Engineers  Association  of  California 
stated  that  the  Plumbing  Code  does  not,  of  itself,  permit  the 
use  of  specific  plastic  materials.  The  code  very  closely  parallels 
the  Uniform  Plumbing  Code;  the  request  of  the  two  organiz- 
ations which  he  represents  is  that  the  Board  bring  the  San 
Francisco  Code  into  complete  conformity  with  the  Uniform 
Plumbing  Code. 

Mr.  Simonson  pointed  out  that  the  Superintendent  of  Building 
Inspection  has  the  power  to  permit  the  use  of  plastic  pipe 
under  the  present  Plumbing  Code.  Under  the  proposed  new 
code  there  will  be  a  technical  body  capable  of  evaluating 
technical  evidence  and  maintaining  standards  of  safety. 


Discussion 

Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection  Goldberg  stated  that 
the  issue  is  really  that  oi  satisfying  the  Department  of  Housing 
and  Urban  Development  requirements,  because  failing  to  do 
that  will  terminate  certain  programs  as  of 'December  31,  1 97 1. 
Provision  for  the  use  of  plastic  pipe  was  not  included  in  the 
proposed  code  because  the  Department  has  not  received  the 
necessary  technical  dota;  therefore,  the  Department  has  not 
included  in  the  code  a  material  it  cannot  support  in  use. 

Supervisor  Barbagelata  called  attention  to  the  statement  that 
the  Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection  has  the  right  and 
power  to  reject  any  materials  he  does  not  think  safe.  He  said 
that  by  including  the  provision  for  plastic  pipe  in  the  code, 
San  Francisco  would  not  be  jeopardizing  the  safety  of  the 
people  but  would  be  satisfying  the  needs  of  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development.  He  added  that  he  felt  the 
City  cannot  jeopardize  the  receipt  of  Federal  funding. 

Supervisor  Tcrmcrras  called  attention  to  Mr.  Goldberg's  state- 
ment that  he  has  the  right  to  use  plastic  pipe  now  if  he  had  the 
technical  data  to  support  the  use  without  the  necessity  for 
any  action  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  In  response  to  his 
question  as  to  whether  or  not  his  understanding  of  the  state- 
ment is  correct,  Deputy  City  Attorney  Stark  verified  the  state- 
ment and  said  that  the  authority  of  the  Superintendent  of  Build- 
ing Inspection  to  approve  the  use  of  materials  which  he  be- 
lieves to  be  equivalent  or  superior  stems  from  Section  1112  of 
the  present  Plumbing  and  Gas  Appliance  Code. 

Supervisor  Francois  requested  that  the  record  include  the 
following  questions  by  him  and  replies  of  Mr.  Jaquet: 

Supervisor  Francois:  Do  you  understand  that  this  Board's  act- 
ing in  the  manner  being  requested  will  not  result  automatic- 
ally in  plastic  piping  being  authorized  in  San  Francisco? 
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Mr.  Jaquet:  Yes. 

Supervisor  Francois:  Do  you  understand  the  decision  rests 
with  the  Superintendent? 

Mr.  Jaquet:  Yes. 

Supervisor  Francois:  That  as  a  result  of  this  action  plastic 
piping  will  not  be  used  in  San  Fran.cisco  at  least  until  the 
Superintendent  of  Building  Inspection  is  satisfied  that  the 
plastic  pipe  meets  satisfactory  standards? 

Mr.  Jaquet:  Yes. 

Supervisor  Francois:  You  understand  the  cost  of  housing  will 
not  be  affected  at  all  by  this  action  until  the  Superintendent 
takes  further  action? 

Mr.  Jaquet:  Yes.

In  response  to  a  question  by  President  Feinstein  as  to  whe- 
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ther  or  not  the  citizens  participation  section  of  the  program, 
meets  HUD  criteria,  James  Jaquet,  Program  Manager  for  the 
Department  of  Housing  and  Urban  Development  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, stated  that  he  has  not  seen  the  specific  proposal  and  so 
cannot  answer  but  that  it  would  appear  that  this  is  a  good 
step. 

In  response  to  the  observation  by  the  President  that  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  does  not  have  an  amended  and  corrected 
copy  of  the  workable  program,  John  H.  Tolan,  Jr.,  Mayor's 
Deputy  for  Development,  stated  that  the  errata  sheet  will  be 
incorporated  into  the  basic  document  along  with  the  change 
required  by  the  code  amendments  adopted  by  the  Board  today. 

Supervisor  Boas  stated  that  the  City  Attorney  had  prepared 
a  proposed  resolution  requesting  the  Mayor  to  appoint  a  citi- 
zens committee  to  participate  in  drafting  of  future  workable 
programs.  He  added  that  the  People's  Action  Coalition  had 
objected  to  the  legislation  as  suggested  by  the  City  Attorney 
and  had  presented  him  with  an  alternative  suggestion  that  a 
community  development  policies  committee  be  appointed  for 
the  purpose  of  reviewing  City  performance  in  housing  and 
related  matters  involved  in  the  Workable  Program  and  de-

Motion  to  Rescind  Rules  and  Grant  Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

Supervisor  Francois,  seconded  by  Supervisor  von  Beroldin- 
gen,  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  and  that  the  privilege 
of  the  floor  be  granted  to  Emery  Curtis,  representing  the  San 
Francisco  People's  Action  Coalition. 

No  objection;  motion  adopted. 

Mr.  Curtis  stated  that  the  resolution  proposed  by  the  Coali- 
tion would  provide  for  citizen  participation  in  the  drafting  of 
future  submissions.  He  said  there  will  be  a  need  for  new  policy 
directions,  which  should  come  from  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 
However,  the  Board  cannot  develop  such  policy  unless  it  has 
the  necessary  information.  This  is  what  the  Coalition  proposes 
that  the  committee  do.  The  Coalition  would  want  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  to  adopt  general  policy  resolutions,  giving  di- 
rections as  to  how  the  program  is  to  develop. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Stark  explained  that  it  is  primarily  the 
function  of  the  executive  officer  to  prepare  and  carry  out  a 
workable  program  The  Board  of  Supervisors  approves  it  be- 
fore submission  to  the  Federal  Government.  That  is  where  the 
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problem  arises  with  respect  to  the  proposal  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco People's  Coalition.  Mr.  Stark  said  that  in  his  mind  it  is 
not  a  function  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  participate  in  pre- 
paration of  the  workable  program.
